Ho received his early practical

ment, superintendent of branchos, 
and secretary, and from 1917 was 
general’ manager of the Bank, 

Notwithstanding . the onerous 
and exacting nature of his official 
duties he had all along found tirhe 
for public ‘work, having for a 

_ considerable, period of years acted 
as honorary sceretary in addition 
to being a director of the Edin- 
burgh Chamber of Commerce. Hé 
was clected chairman of the 
Chamber in 1919, and during his 
two years of office a stibstantial 
endowment fund waa raised. He 
also helped in the movement to- 
wards the institution of a degree 
in commerce, and served on Ad- 
visory Committees In the Univer- 
sity.. He acted for six years as a 
managor.of the Royal Infirmary. 
He avas president of the Institute 
of Bankers in Scotland from 1922 
to 1924, and always took .a warm 
interest in the educational side 
of the banking profession. 


WAR SAVINGS. — 


His chief effort, however, was 
in connection’ with the War Sav- 
ings movement. He was _o lead- 

. ing member of the Scottish Say- 
_ings Committee since its incep- 
tion in 1916, and acted as deputy 
chairman for .a/number of years. 
He played an important part in 
the various War Loan campaigns, 
and_no-amall_measure_of the cons 
tinued success of the savings 
movement in Scotland was duc to 
his ‘unremitting interest and 
exertions, Both by speech and 
‘pon ho did _o great deal to popu- 
larise the Savings Certificate and 
spread the gospel of thrift. 

He served on two Treasury 
Committees—the Montagu Com- 
mittee, 1923, and the — Lubbock 
Committes, 1925—-which dealt 
with important questions affect- 
Ing the savings movement. 

Ho was a director of the P. 
and O. Banking Corporation( Ltd.) 
and the Scottish Equitable Life 

. Assurance Society, and’ also a 
‘member of ‘the ‘Local Board of 
Drummonds’ Branch of the'Royal 
Bank of Scotiand.in London, be- 
ing well known in financial circles 
in tho.
